Our objective la flrat to negotiate a Joint contraot batwaan Locala 

(Atlanta) and #977 (Mlnneapolla)*and thla coapany In ordar to achieve 
a coaaon aspiration data, Sapteailier 1, 1961, and, aacond, following tha 
aspiration data of thla joint agraaaant (Saptaabar 1, 1965) to nagrists 
a aaatar oontraet oovarlng all planta of thla ooaq>af\y and to wlpa out, lnao- 
far aa poaalbla, existing dlffarantlala.

Prior to tha strike tha Employer's bast offar was 
05 4 .B hour. Sines that tima tha offar haa baan ralaad to $2. 10 an 
hour which still la far balow tha re?ee paid at tha Company's union 
warahouaaa in Minnas polls. Atlanta, and Oanvar.

Premium Corporation, distributor of Gold Bond stamps, has a 
warehouse located in Central Valley, New York, and isattempt- 
inq to pay substandard waqes to its employees, members of 
Local 445, International Brotherhood of Teamsters. This 
Local Union has won an election and been certified by the 
NLRB os the exclusive borqaininq representative of the em¬ 
ployees of this Company. Now the Company is attemptinq to 
bust the Union by offerinq the employees substandard waqes. 
This anti-union activity has caused a strike in which the em¬ 
ployees are fiqhtinq for a decent livinq waqe. If the Company 
is successful in this it may easily relocate its warehouses in 
Minneapolis, Atlanta and Denver to other rural communities 
and attempt the same thinq. Please support our fiqht to main¬ 
tain decent livinq conditions, not only for our members in 
Central Valley, and those in Atlanta, Denver and Minneapolis, 
but also for all workinq people in the Nation. 


Please do not patronize Gold Bond stamp stores. Your help 
is appreciated. Tell the Company you want its employees to 
be paid a decent salary so they can support their families*'
